| MODERNIZING SERVICES 

Be realistic about 
real estate appraisals 


By J. C. Porter 

An important but little-known aspect of buying 
an old house and remodeling it is illustrated by 
the example of a family named Borden. The 
Bordens coveted a charming 30-year-old house 
with a sweeping river view, priced at $18,000, 
even though the house was rundown. The esti- 
mated cost of a new kitchen, remodeled bath- 
room, new heating, and other urgent repairs 
came to an additional $8,000. The Bordens could 
swing the deal for the house itself, but like other 
families in a similar situation their big stumbling 
block was how to finance the $8,000 remodeling 
cost on top of the house price. 

A savings and loan association official stepped 
in and showed them how. A real estate ap- 
praiser was called in to estimate what the 
house value would be after completion of 
planned improvement; in other words he gave 
an appraisal of the house’s future worth. This 
enabled the Bordens to buy the house and pay 
for the $8,000 remodeling cost all at one 
crack with one mortgage (“one piece of 
paper”). The Bordens, in effect, bought the 
$18,000 house and paid for the additional 
$8,000 worth of improvements in the same 
way they would otherwise obtain mortgage 
financing for a $26,000 house purchase. Their 
cash down payment was predicated on this 
arrangement. A savings and loan association 
advanced the money as needed to pay the re- 
modeling contractors. When the improve- 
ments were completed and the Bordens moved 
in, their mortgage for house plus improve- 
ments went into effect and they started pay- 
ing it off monthly. A one-package mortgage 
deal made it possible. 

Various details, of course, had to be worked out. 
For example, firm bids for the remodeling work 
were obtained in advance. This forestalled the

possibility of the remodeling cost later shooting 
way up over the $8,000 estimate figured in the 
mortgage loan. And a reliable appraisal was 
necessary to assure the mortgage lender that the 
improved house would truly be worth the money 
invested. (You may pay $10,000 to remodel an 
old house but the house value may not go up 
by more than $5,000. This is why accurate ad- 
vance appraisal is essential.) 

The Bordens' case also puts emphasis on the 
key role of a real estate appraiser. His chief 
function is to evaluate the going market value 
of a property — what the property is worth 
and will sell for on the open market. The fig- 
ure he comes up with is decisive in determin- 
ing the amount of mortgage a lender will give 
on the house. Most lenders, incidentally, limit 
mortgage on older houses to from 60 to 80 
percent of the appraisal value ; more on new 
houses. The appraiser sets his appraisal value 
according to such things as the neighborhood 
(a key factor), house size and style, lot size, 
number of bedrooms, floor plan, condition of 
kitchen, bathrooms, overall house condition, 
and surprisingly to many people — the most 
recent selling prices of similar houses nearby. 
Recent sales prices are the best indicators of 
rising or falling demand and therefore of the 
actual market value of other houses nearby. 

Do not expect an appraiser, however, to give 
you a thorough evaluation of the structural qual- 
ity of a house, and the condition of such things 
as the heating plant, plumbing, and wiring. This 
is not his job, and he is not likely to be a con- 
struction expert. What's more, most mortgage 
lenders do not ask for a thorough structural re- 
port. So just because a house has been checked 
by an appraiser sent out by the mortgage lender 
is absolutely no assurance whatever that the

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Home Modernizing Guide’s Fact File on Basements 

By William C. Fitt 



I MAGINE your basement as a dry, sunny, fully 
livable area ! By combining modern materials 
with thoughts not bound by convention or tradi- 
tion, you can include much of your present base- 
ment in the space available for everyday living. 
While a really wet basement will need water- 
proofing of some sort, the dampness or humidity 


usually associated with basements can be com- 
batted with sunlight and good ventilation in 
conjunction with insulating materials which con- 
trol both temperature and moisture penetration. 
An excavation alongside will enable you to open 
your basement with partial or full-height win- 
dows — to make full use of a “part-time” room. 
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KEEP IN MIND: 

Maximum natural daylight is of prime importance in 
the improvement of lower-level living areas. Most of 
us have seen the split-level or hillside type of construc- 
tion in which large glass areas open up space that 
might, under varying site conditions, be basement. 
Areaways can create, in effect, hillside sites. 

Good ventilation and air circulation, encouraged by 
large windows reduce humidity. Assisted by a de- 
humidifier (if necessary) during summer months 
and the natural drying effect of the heating system 
in cold weather, good circulation maintains a com- 
fortable atmosphere in lower levels. 

High reflective values for all surfaces will tend to cre- 
ate a brighter, more cheerful result. Walls, ceilings, 
floor coverings, draperies, and furnishings should all 
be planned toward this end. Properly selected colors 
can influence both comfort and mood in a room and 
thoughtful consideration of them is important. 

Landscaping of the areaway should be planned for 
total effect; plantings scaled to the confined set- 
ting. Gravel or crushed rock ground cover adds 
texture, eliminates grass maintenance and reflects 
light into the living area. Night lighting creates 
a dramatic mural for your new room. 


No solid partitions are advisable for dividing a base- 
ment into rooms. Perforated hardboard panels, visual 
screens not extending entirely to floor or ceiling, or 
louvered door panels are recommended. Overlapping 
or staggered partitions provide privacy without need 
for doors. Such methods form divisions without 
stopping air circulation. 

Structural considerations vary with each job but 
are no more complicated than those in any other 
residential project. Install adequate beams and 
lintels to carry overhead structure with properly 
sized columns and bearings. And consider the ef- 
fect of freezing weather on footings which may be- 
come exposed in floor-depth excavations. 

Fireplaces are not impossible for basement areas even 
where no flue is available. Insulated metal chimneys 
can be used without need for heavy footings; and 
cheery fires can be contained in any of the prefabri- 
cated metal units on the market today— at prices that 
fit nearly every budget. 

Codes and restrictions may specify such conditions 
as use of space created, distance from areaway to 
lot line, access stairs and railings for areaway. 
Check local codes and neighborhood restrictions 
before starting any project in your home to assure 
realization of your planning. 


Use this data to obtain maximum sunlight in your basement rooms: 


Areaways should be planned to admit maximum 
sunlight. Sun angles at solar noon (not necessarily 
local time) are shown for a wall facing due south. 
If excavation beyond house is unrestricted, deter- 
mine A from sill position. If A is restricted, cal- 
culate B using chart factor with dimension A. 

Retaining walls may be built of brick, reinforced 
concrete, broken concrete slabs, flat rocks or run- 
ning bond concrete blocks reinforced as shown.

Methods and 
materials for 
improving 
your basement 


Expanded polystyrene is a material so 
light a child can balance a nine-foot 
board on his fingertips, yet is strong and 
easily worked without special tools. 

This plastic material — extruded poly- 
styrene — is foamed to form tiny cells 
that effectively restrict heat and va- 
por passage through the substance. 

The resulting product is one that actually 
increases in thermal insulating value as 
the temperature decreases — an extremely 
important value in insulation. 

While expanded polystyrene cannot 
be used to stop water leakage into a 
basement, it forms a most efficient 
barrier against the transmission of 
vapor from below-grade walls. 

It’s as simple as . • • 


The material has been available 
commercially since 1946 and has 
been used extensively in cold-stor- 
age installations for many years. 

In residential construction it forms an 
excellent plaster base; and with the recent 
production of suitable adhesives it can 
now be used with dry-wall. 

At this time it is safe to assume 
that economical adhesives will soon 
be on the market to permit job lami- 
nation of plywood and hardboard. 

Your building department may not be 
familiar with the material as applied to 
the use proposed here. In such cases, 
suggest that the builder consult the 
manufacturers for complete information. 



To apply extruded polystyrene you will need a simple 
“push-box” for spreading an even coat of mortar on the 
insulation board. Don’t use a trowel. Place a piece in 
the push-box, fill the hopper with mortar and push each 
piece through with the next. Use Portland cement mortar 
with unpainted masonry walls ; latex modified mortar on 
painted masonry or cured smooth concrete. 


Simply press the mortared board to the dampened base- 
ment wall. Do not tap or slide the board in place. The 
insulation can be grooved or cut very easily for fitting 
around pipes and electrical outlets. The application of 
plaster is probably best handled by professionals but 
requires no different techniques than those used in the 
application of plaster to other base materials. 


For dry-wall finish a treated nailer strip should be fas- 
tened to the wall at ceiling, floor, midpoint, and around 
openings. After insulation has been in place at least 24 
hours, apply wallboard laminating adhesive to the insula- 
tion in 4" spots on 16" centers. Place %" wallboard in 
place and nail to nailer strips. After 24 hours finish the 
wallboard in the conventional manner.

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Insulate or wrap pipes that will be con- 
cealed in your finished rooms to protect 
against the possibility of damaging con- 
densation. For this protection, several 
different methods are offered, from brush- 
applied coatings through wrapping strips 
to preformed and sized sections of pipe 
and fitting insulation. 



Vent appliances and laundry to the 
outside. Wire a window fan to a 
humidistat to exhaust humid air 
from hot water and dryer. A humidi- 
stat operates in relation to humidity 
just as a thermostat operates a heat- 
ing system according to temperature 
variations. 



Screen neighboring windows and create 
an areaway railing with a screen of verti- 
cal 1 x4 boards fastened to 2x4’s anchored 
to the retaining wall. Be sure to make 
allowance in the dimensions of your 
areaway when using such a screen so 
that low rays of the winter sun still reach 
your lower level window sills. 
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Use recessed lights for general illu- 
mination with finished ceilings. 
Fluorescent strips and incandescent 
fixtures plus numerous types of 
spotlights are available for dramatic 
lighting effects. Supplement these 
built-in fixtures with wall, table or 
floor lamps for variety in your room. 



Keep closets ventilated in basement areas 
where clothing is to be stored. Use 
louvered doors for the back wall of a 
closet with sliding or bi-fold louvered 
doors for access. Molded plastic drawers 
eliminate any possibility of warping or 
sticking. Louvers allow air to circulate 
throughout the basement beyond closets. 



Landscape sparingly to eliminate 
maintenance problems. Light-col- 
ored gravel reflects light into lower 
living rooms and sparse plantings 
do not restrict refreshing summer 
breezes. Potted plants can furnish 
spots of color and can be changed 
as desired with a minimum of effort. 




Hang plastic panels from an unfinished 
basement ceiling for good general light- 
ing with inexpensive utility fixtures. A 
coat of flat black paint on exposed joists 
and sub-flooring makes pipes and wires 
less obvious. Be sure to use reflector-type 
fixtures so light is not lost in the black 
paint but distributed over the area. 



Plan for adequate heat — important 
in any modernizing project. A com- 
petent heating contractor will in- 
vestigate your system and make 
revisions to compensate for changes 
in basement structure, layout, and 
use. Basement areas usually involve 
a minimum of heating changes. 



Light your areaway with properly located 
fixtures for a most pleasing night-time 
view from your new-found living space. 
This can serve as subdued lighting for 
watching TV or home movies and will 
never fail to be a conversation piece. It 
will add a well-done note in this effort to

It will be very much to the advantage of your whole family 
if you'll take extra time and thought to plan imaginatively, 
as well as practically, for both the everyday needs and spe- 
cial activities of your children when you remodel. 

The tangible gains of modernizing with well-designed 
indoor space for youngsters' play, study, and sleeping, 
and with good outdoor activity areas too, are of course 
obvious to parents. But there are valuable intangibles 
also ; projects that do something special for the children 
of the house create many “fringe benefits.” 

Thoughtful modernizing of the children's domain can do 
much to heighten their sense of belonging and to create in- 
creased interest in their home. Living in a pleasant atmos- 
phere and absorbing by example, they get to know and like 
materials, to learn about color, form their own tastes. 

Other benefits are legion if you can provide sleeping 
privacy for each child, or at least give each his own 
storage for books, toys, treasures, and clothes. Parents 
and counselors alike know that adolescent children in 
particular need the privacy of separate bedrooms. 

The size of your family, and the ages and individualities of 
the children, will determine the direction of your project. 
You may not be able to do all that you aim for at one time. 
But if you have a total plan that will assure more order and 
privacy without neglecting space for group companionship, 
any start you can make will be a good one. 
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Two rough attic rooms become four 
private bedrooms off a cheerful play- 
room; compartmented bath; storage. 


A playhouse like the one on the opposite page can be 
built mostly of surplus lumber or old boards and shingles 
set aside when you remodel your house. Anyone can 
buy ready-made outdoor play equipment, but it takes 
imagination to use leftovers this magic way. Tidy land- 
scaping is designed so kids can manage the upkeep. 

Multi-purpose upstairs room (1) enjoys an abundance of na- 
tural light filtering softly through the plastic roof. This is the 
playroom in the floor plan of the children's apartment out- 
lined above; translucent sheeting was applied on both sides 
of the roof framing. Here's how one family met expanded 
needs by raising the roof of their story-and-a-half house to 
gain a second-story suite with activity room and compart- 
mented bath, plus private sleeping quarters, own closet and 
desk for three boys and their sister. 

Detail of daughter's bedroom (2) in the attic-into-chil- 
dren’s-suite remodeling shows large fixed-glass area 
following the line of the high sloping ceiling. Each of 
the bedrooms has this wide window treatment with 
ventilating louver below the smaller pane ; louvers are 
screened and doors on the inside are held in place by 
friction hinges. Countertop is striped linoleum. 

Consider special housing, such as this bike garage (3), for 
wheel toys when you update your property. This simple 
shed, extended off the garage in a fenced service area, 
might run about $5 to $6 a square foot; not expensive but 
likely worth a mint in promoting order and care. 
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A versatile addition 
is the first resort 
for many houses 


If your site will take an addition, you can utilize 
one of the most popular ways of getting extra living 
space. It often encompasses a family room such 
as shown here, complete with deck, in the San 
Francisco home of Dr. and Mrs. Charles S. Capp. 

This addition was extended out at the rear (see 
plan opposite) into an overlarge yard no longer 
needed for young children. Constructed of red- 
wood siding on a foundation of waterproofed %" 
fir plywood, it is full of ideas for design features 
and materials that may well fit into your addi- 
tion of whatever kind. 

The glass window wall on the deck side (1) merges 
the whole area, while the Douglas fir ceiling and 
cork floor create a casual, easy-to-keep environ- 
ment further carried out in the attractive comfort 
of the decorator-planned furnishings. The solid 
fireplace wall (2) was designed to stop afternoon 
glare from the west; light relief comes from the 
side peak strip and the clerestory window. 

The exterior of the end wall (3) shows the fire- 
place structure and the terra cotta flue (inset) 
with L opening covered by a metal plate for a 
simple and inexpensive cleanout. Altogether, 
this combination of family room, deck, and gar- 
den demonstrate a practical method for achiev- 
ing any addition — bedroom wing, kitchen-dining 
area, apartment for grandparents — with as 
much success as this one has had for the Capps, 
right down to (or up to, rather) their venture- 
some little Siamese pet, Iicha Ban.

Sometimes the major problem in an old house is the mere 
look of the exterior. If the interior space is adequate, if the 
location is desirable and if the structure is sound, a clean 
sweep of the exterior will provide you— and your neighbors 
—with a refreshingly handsome house. 

The tile roof and stucco walls of the Spanish Mission pe- 
riod have become somewhat commonplace on the Cali- 
fornia landscape. The owner of this house wanted a more 
distinctive style. The shape and scale of the original 
house were suitable for French Regency styling. 

The roof was reshaped and clad in ground slate on compo- 
sition shingles. The large bay window was framed in an im- 
posing projecting arch for shade as well as design interest. 
A secluded entrance court was fenced in with louver shut- 
ters. It was a simple matter to incorporate a more efficient 
entrance as the exterior work progressed.

Be realistic about 
real estate appraisals

house is in top structural condition. Many people 
think so, and after buying a house they are 
shocked to discover termites, rundown wiring, 
faulty heating, or other flaws. If you want a 
structural check on a house you are buying, you 
must call in a construction expert. You could also 
hire an appraiser to do it but then specify that 
you want a report on structural soundness. Since 
most appraisers are not construction experts they 
generally will call in an engineer they work with 
or refer you to one. 

There are many breeds of appraisers, in all 
from 75,000 to 100,000 in the nation. The 
exact figure is unknown. Some are also real 
estate brokers, or part-time appraisers in the 


business to pick up extra money. Still others 
are full-time, experienced appraisers. This 
last group includes the best appraisers. Try 
to choose a Senior Residential Appraiser 
(SRA after his name). He is a member of 
the Society of Residential Appraisers, 7 South 
Dearborn St., Chicago 3, 111. There are also 
MAI appraisers, members of the American 
Institute of Real Estate Appraisers. MAI ap- 
praisers tend to specialize more in commercial 
and industrial properties rather than in 
houses. 

A good appraiser is your best bet for getting an 
accurate appraisal of the market value worth of 
a house you may buy and also for the house you 
are selling. And when you buy an old house in 
need of remodeling, he is well worth his fee 
(ranging from $50 to perhaps $100 depending 
on the house) in establishing the ultimate value 
of the improved house, thus paving the way for a 
neat one-step, packaged mortgage for the house 
and its remodeling cost.

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MODERNIZING SERVICES 


The very factors that have prompted 
you to consider modernizing your 
house, you may have to defend with 
vigor when you start searching for 
financing. For the intrinsic values so 
important to you may seem somewhat 
illusive to the financial profession. 


How to find 
FINANCING 


The very personal fond- 
ness you have for your 
neighborhood and the 
fact that you just hap- 
pen to like your present 
house — or an old one 
you have found — better than the 
new houses you have seen are not so 
easy for a financing officer to ap- 
praise as a new house, in a new 
development by a builder he knows. 
But the fact that the typical new 
house is apt to be of a somewhat 
conventional, commonplace design 
should only encourage you to invest 
in modernizing an old house. If you 
put money into a skillfully designed 
modernizing project your invest- 
ment will be secure. If you can re- 
store the original charm of an old 
house and by additions and altera- 
tions create a new character, the 
house will have a considerable re- 
sale value in later years. 

You can have your modernizing 
financed through commercial banks, 
through savings and loan associations, 
savings banks, mortgage banks or life 
insurance companies. Your moderniz- 
ing contractor or lumber dealer should 
be familiar with these sources and 
help to advise you. If he is not familiar 
with the availability of money in your 
area, you will be wise to find a builder 
or contractor who is. Together you can 
work out the best financing plan for 
your particular job. 

Commercial banks are the biggest 
lenders in the business. They spe- 
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cialize in FHA Title I loans. Sav- 
ings and loan associations are most 
active in larger cities and work 
with open-end mortgage financing 
as well as with FHA loans. Savings 
banks like mortgage refinancing as 
well as FHA. Mortgage bankers 
specialize in refinancing mortgages 
for modernizing. The life insur- 
ance companies, too, are interested 
in mortgage refinancing as a re- 
pository for some of their funds. 
Talk to several of these sources. 

If your project involves necessary re- 
pairs and alterations that protect and 
improve your property, FHA Title I 
may be the right plan for you. Loans 
are available up to $3,500, $1,000 for 
small jobs. You cannot use this money 
for swimming pools or barbecues but 
the interest rates are low, currently 
$5 per $100 per year up to $2,500, $4 
per $100 for amounts over that. You 
will repay the loan in monthly pay- 
ments for 5 years. 

If you have stocks or property that 
you can put up for collateral, a 
straight personal bank loan at a 
simple 5% or 6% may be available 
in your area. The repayment period 
will be up to the lending officer. 
More readily available in most 
areas are loans from independent 
finance companies. The interest will 
probably be higher, about 14% true 
simple interest but there will be no 
strings attached to your choice of 
projects on which to spend the 
money you borrow. 

Also available for swimming pools 
and other extras are banks' and sav- 
ings and loan associations' loans. You 
may be able to get up to $5,000 or 
more to be paid back over 5 years. 
The interest will probably be equal to 
12% to 14% true simple interest. 


If the house you plan to modernize 
is already mortgaged there are two 
ways to finance your project. Banks 
and savings and loan associations 
will loan an amount equal to the 
amount you have paid on your 
mortgage under an open-end mort- 
gage loan. You pay the same inter- 
est as you have been paying and 
you can use the money for any kind 
of work. Not every mortgage has 
an open-end clause but if yours does 
this will be an ideal plan for you. 

You may be able to refinance your 
present mortgage. Your terms, though, 
will be governed by the value of your 
house and the availability of money 
in your area. If you still owe $10,000 
on your present mortgage and want 
to spend $5,000 for modernizing, you 
would ask for a new mortgage for 
$15,000. You will have to pay for a 
new set of closing costs, however. 

Mortgage brokers can refinance 
your mortgage under FHA. The 
new mortgage is limited to the ap- 
praisal value of the house up to 
$25,000; you have up to 30 years 
to pay at the FHA standard 5*4% 
interest. 

The newest financing for modernizing 
is to be found in the 1961 Housing 
Act. This law permits banks and sav- 
ings and loan associations to lend up 
to $10,000 under FHA insurance, at an 
interest rate of 6%, to be paid back 
over 20 years. If your house is less 
than 10 years old the money must be 
spent for major structural improve- 
ments. If your house is older than 10 
years you will have more liberty. 

Financing may be hard to find but 
do not be deterred. There is a sen- 
sible financing plan for every 
sound modernizing job. ■■■■

Think twice about your 


Insurance may be the last thing on your mind when 
you are planning your modernizing, but it would be 
the first thing you would curse yourself for having 
neglected if someone falls off a ladder the day work 
begins. For all of the planning in the world cannot 
forestall an accident. And the best carpenters, the 
most experienced plumbers and electricians are re- 
sponsible solely for their performance on the job. 
You have responsibilities and obligations. 

So before work begins establish responsibility. 
If you have a contractor you may write into your 
contract his share of the responsibility. But if 
you are doing any sub-contracting you, yourself, 
will have to assume it. If a carpenter should trip 
on a stairway and injure himself, you might be 
sued for several thousands of dollars. If a plumb- 
er should fall through a weak floor, a similar 
claim could be lodged against you. Your respon- 
sibility continues out of doors. Playground equip- 
ment, swimming pools, and barbecues are all 
potential sources of hazard. 

If your work extends over any length of time the 
chances are that parts of the house will be exposed 
during the night. In this case your insurance should 
cover vandalism of your property and materials on 
the site. When you are talking to your insurance 
agent— BEFORE you modernize— check up on your 
title to your property. Clear as it may appear, title 
insurance is probably your cheapest form of insur- 
ance. If you know what a title claim is you probably 
have title insurance already. If you don't know what 
a title claim is you will certainly want it. Very simply, 
land goes on forever. When you "buy" land you are 
only buying "title" to it. The title itself can be sold, 
exchanged, borrowed on or given away. Conse- 
quently it is entirely possible that someone, some- 
where, can present a claim to the title to your land, 
even though you have bought it in good faith. The 
cost of title insurance is negligible. There is only one 
premium and coverage continues indefinitely, even 
extending to your heirs for as long as they have any 
interest in the property. 
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insurance coverage 


When your modernizing work has been com- 
pleted you should set up a new insurance port- 
folio that has been adjusted to the new value of 
your house. A sensible insurance policy should 
protect your investment against wind, fire or sim- 
ilar catastrophe; reimburse you for stolen or 
damaged property; prevent you from financial 
burden in the event you are an unwitting victim 
of a bodily damage suit as a result of an accident 
on your property; and provide sufficient dollar 
coverage to recoup 80 percent of the current re- 
placement cost of your home and its contents in 
the event of damage or destruction. (The value 
of your land should be left out of this figure.) 

The incidence of liability claims has risen sharply in 
recent years. That fact alone warrants your taking 
a long second look at your insurance portfolio. It is 
no pleasant prospect that a guest who has somewhat 
carelessly tumbled on a slippery floor would return 
your hospitality with a law suit. The reasonable 
safety of a cleaning woman who is working for you 
is also your responsibility. These cases are not at all 
uncommon and all too frequently the decision favors 
the plaintiff. Only insurance protects YOU. 

You can buy separate policies to cover fire and 
wind, theft, and liability but a “package” policy 
will probably be a better solution. Because more 
people are insuring in greater depth, most insur- 
ance companies have been able to set up a full 
coverage in one sweeping policy. The rates vary 
substantially from one part of the country to an- 
other. In fact, your neighborhood will effect such 
rates as fire and theft. Even the materials your 
house is made of govern some rates. If you have a 
swimming pool be sure your policy covers that 
potential hazard.

What you should know 
about utilities 


The equipment that makes your house run is dis- 
cussed in another section of HOME MODERNIZING 
GUIDE. But the power that makes the equipment 
run should also have a bit of study if you are plan- 
ning a modernizing project. You may have an ad- 
equate supply of water, gas and electric power in 
your existing house. But does your project put any 
new burden on your utilities and have you arranged 
for the most economical system? 

Utility rates vary markedly from area to area 
and the utility companies promote one power 
against another depending on the supply. So 
study your area carefully to determine the 
values of gas versus electric power. If you are 
not using the best value your modernizing 
period will be a good time to change over. 

If you are planning a number of built-in lighting 
installations, who will be prepared to take care of 
them? You will have to have someone handy with 
a step ladder if you install illuminated valances 
and dropped ceiling lighting. Bulbs don't burn for- 
ever; they don't replace themselves. 

No one likes to anticipate a hurricane, a tornado 
or a “big freeze” but it’s only prudent if you 
are investing in a modernizing project to pre- 
pare yourself and your family for such an event. 
Our newspapers have been only too full of these 
problems in recent years. Do you have a hand 
adapter on your furnace so if your electric 
thermostat goes off you can still use your gas 
furnace in an emergency? Do you know how to 
switch it? And if your equipment does not con- 
vert do you have an ample fireplace that can be 
used for cooking and heating in emergencies? 
You should have. 

Some utility companies give more service than 
others so it will be very worth your while to visit 
yours. Tell them all about your problems. Heed their 
advice. You will profit.

How to select: 

carpenters and masons, 
plumbers, painters and electricians 

. . . all the labor 


Semantics have seldom been important 
in the building trades. If a man built a 
house he was a builder. If he contracted 
to build part of a house— a bathroom, 
say, or a kitchen— he was a contractor. 
A mason built with stone. A carpenter 
built with wood. 

But now we have modernizing and 
modernizing has changed all of that. 
Who modernizes? Some builders do. 
Some do not. Some contractors do. 
Many do not. Some lumber dealers do. 
More will be soon. So as you plan your 
work you will want to find just the 
right person to perform the various 
jobs. Skill is essential. 

Because modernizing is a relatively new 
specialty trade many old-time builders 
and contractors are not familiar with the 
special skills and insights that are so im- 
portant to good modernizing. For that 
reason, as you talk to the various trades- 
men be sure to ask what experience they 
have had in the field. One way to spot 
a novice may be an abnormally high 
estimate of costs. A contractor who is 
inexperienced in modernizing may hist 
his bid to insure himself an out from un- 
expected expenses he might encounter. 
So get bids from several sources. 

The most important phase of your 
project is “design.” Design should re- 
store the original character of your 
house, and additions or alterations en- 
hance it. Whether you consult an 
architect or go to a builder or lumber 


dealer exercise your every instinct for 
the best design. If you sense that he is 
just adding “a” room ask how this 
addition relates to the rest of the 
house. Is the new roofline compatible 
to old? Have you both considered a 
variety of materials ? For more infor- 
mation you and whoever is doing your 
work should read the Design Section 
in another part of this issue of HOME 
MODERNIZING GUIDE. 

If you look in the Yellow Pages of your 
telephone book you will see listings 
under "builders," "modernizing" or "re- 
modeling." These might be logical first 
calls to make. Builders are being given 
considerable special training in modern- 
izing work. The National Association of 
Home Builders conducts clinics and has 
recently established a permanent Mod- 
ernizing Division in its Washington, D. C. 
headquarters. If your builder is not 
familiar with their work you might 
recommend he contact them. 

A builder should be able to examine 
your house, discuss your plans and 
give you detailed working drawings 
and a firm estimate for the costs. Be 
sure you have a list of specific jobs, 
materials, due dates, and costs. If you 
have reservations about his designs 
— for few builders are specialists in 
design — you might suggest he call in 
a local architect for consultation. 

You may want to go to your local lum- 
ber dealer to do your work. If he is one

of the new generation of progressive, 
aggressive lumber dealers he may be 
just the man for the job. The National 
Retail Lumber Dealers Association in 
Washington, D. C. has been instrumental 
in moving the lumber yard from down 
by the railway tracks up to the center of 
town where you will see displays of all 
sorts of building materials, model kitch- 
ens, and baths. 

He — like many builders — may be 
somewhat weak in designing your job 
but you can again look for outside help 
if that is necessary. The lumber dealer 
will probably sub-contract many of 
the jobs. That is entirely reasonable 
if he assumes the responsibility for 
the scheduling, quality, and price of 
the work he has let out. 

The last and perhaps most likely place 
to look for labor is to a new breed of 
modernizing specialists. Many old-time 
kitchen specialists have expanded into 
total modernizing. Department stores 
are even opening modernizing depart- 
ments. In these showrooms you some- 
times get the most highly specialized 
service for a particular job, such as a 
bathroom, a kitchen or a family room. 

No one, you may be sure, will take the 
interest in your project that you, 
yourself, have right now. So study 
design and examine materials and 
equipment. Your own judgment, your 
own selections will help insure your 
total satisfaction. mamm

Design is the cornerstone 

Well-designed remodeling can make your present 
home more livable than a poorly-designed new house 
— keeping the best of the past, blending-in the best 
of today with a plan for tomorrow — regardless of 
the depth of your budget. In these pages you’ll see 
modernizing projects priced at $1,000 to $16,500; 
they’re homes of our readers who asked for help. 

You will probably find here problems much like 
your own, and you’ll realize that you don’t have to 
demolish all and rebuild from scratch. Rather, you 
must choose what to keep and what to add, both on 
the interior and exterior, so old and new enhance 
rather than detract from each other. 

Roof line, window placement, circulation, form, 
materials, colors, all are equally important. These, 
together with the structural, mechanical, and elec- 
trical features make up the total design. Remember 
that the small components are just as worthy of con- 
sideration as the larger elements. And though you 
may have to shop around for an architect and a con- 
tractor with the capability and interest to do good 
modernizing, it will be worth your while. 

Some of the problems shown are small, some are 
extensive, but each solution makes a definite contri- 
bution to the home and is part of an overall design 
that can be continued as time and money permit.

The plan of the house itself is fine but Mr. Brittan asked for ideas 
on improving the looks of this older home. The updating we sug- 
gest hinges largely on a judicious repainting, plus a new entrance, 
plus a low brick wall that helps the landscaping immensely. Paint, 
in the right colors, can do amazing things to enhance a house ; you 
can use it to “paint out” undesirable features and to stress good 
architectural details, as shown here. The big dormer, its windows 
altered to conform with first floor, is painted a dark tone to recede 
into the roof ; porch columns and trim are white for emphasis. 
Brick wall is built back from the sidewalk to a height one step 
below the new door, with entrance steps rising to the wall level. 
The wall, small shrubs, and ground-cover plants help lower the 
apparent height of the house.

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More than paint is needed here : to do right by the character of this 
comfortable 1918 house some exterior structural changes are indi- 
cated. First we remove the porte-cochere; enlarging it to any 
practical use would be too expensive. The front door is moved over 
a bit to settle the facade ; a flower box under the high kitchen win- 
dows seems to even them up with the others. Much as we all like 
trees, the big one in the middle has to go because it gives the house 
a cross-eyed look. A balcony off the upstairs hall will protect the 
new entrance and let the door above be opened safely. Complete 
reroofing includes cutting the dormers down and finishing them 
with flat roof, which is less prominent. Finally, the house will ap- 
pear longer if a terrace wall of matching stucco is built out on 
the right side at sill height.

Though there is always more than one way to modernize, the 
smaller your house and lot the fewer are your choices on how to 
expand. Even so, this little house can be enlarged several ways 
within its own perimeter.

A glass-paned entrance porch mushrooming around one corner of 
this comfortable New England home, before, confuses and down- 
grades its pleasing, basically Colonial lines. The owner wrote that 
he was principally interested in alterations to “improve the look of 
the front of the house including a suitable entrance.” 

The solution we suggest here removes the old porch and places 
a more formal entry on the side, between dining room and stair 
hall, sheltered by a portico that contributes outward grace and 
proportion. This change improves the circulation inside the house ; 
a useful entrance hall is gained, and another new hallway elimi- 
nates tracking through the dining room to get to the main door. 

The three bedrooms and bath upstairs stay as they are. 

The new portico entrance can be designed in several ways but 
should be kept simple to stay in character with the straightfor- 
ward feeling of the house. Similarly, more formal planting should 
replace the ragged, overlarge evergreens that give the house a low, 
squat appearance. Exterior paint in two shades of a soft gray- 
green, with touches of white, will have year-round dignity and look 
particularly well in the Bay State’s winter snows.

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The little snapshot shows a solidly built but now inadequate farm- 
house, typical of many that dot the countryside. Mr. and Mrs. 

Rapp want to remodel to make their home more livable and up-to- 
date, to have more and better closets and storage facilities. 

Using locally available materials, here is our proposal for the 
Rapp home. For better circulation we relocate the interior stairs 
in a major change that opens and reorganizes the first floor, and 
also frees the back bedroom upstairs. The living room is then en- 
larged, taking in the old study, and a bay window with a comfort- 
able window seat is added. A second-floor bathroom is installed in 
a shed dormer directly over the existing bath — the economical 
way. The front porch is extended and enclosed ; a steel beam sup- 
ports the nine-foot span in the new dinette and the ten-foot dining 
room span. The lengthened kitchen-dinette now has space for 
table and chairs, an advantage in any house. Another gain is a 
family room that also can serve as a farm office. The modern 
facade is inviting and it admits much more light. A new roof ex- 
tension shelters the porch off the master bedroom — an extrav- 
agance but a fine little private retreat.

Above Alternate facade of plywood and arches would be particularly desirable 
for a northern exposure or if more privacy is wanted. The basement entrance 
remains protected, and interesting outdoor lighting effects can easily be achieved. 
Curved staircase, echoing the arches, is custom work, could cost $200 to $400. 
Left Exterior lights that would look well with either facade are traditional 
carriage lamps, reproductions of which are available in various sizes. The first, 
far left , sells for $33.50, the next (and largest) is $78.75, and the smallest $19.95. 
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To correct some of the more pressing problems we 
remove the porch, redesign and widen the doorway 
on center, and create a separate entrance with 
doors to the family and living rooms. (That dead- 
end upstairs door becomes a window.) A hall closet 
is needed and another backs it up storing games, 


card tables, and cleaning equipment. The dining 
area is enlarged with a bay window. Complete ex- 
terior painting (properly considered maintenance) 
will cost about $1,265. A few simple, key plantings 
— to be moved later on in the redevelopment — can 
probably be bought for around $150.

Far from being “hopeless” this little rectangle of a house is one of the easiest kinds to do 
something with because of its simple lines. And in this case we’re thinking big in behalf of a 
family favored with four pre-school children, plenty of pets, and a beautiful big chunk of 
country property— five-and-a-half acres with four rambling streams; all of which should 
make all or any part of this remodeling a worthwhile investment. 

We envision developing the basically sound old structure in four stages. In working toward 
the completed homestead, thought must be given to each step so that whatever is done is 
integral to the finished project; each stage must compliment the next one but look complete 
in itself ; the interior development goes hand in hand with exterior improvements. 
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SECOND STAGE 



The kitchen is rearranged for more counter space 
and a new door is opened to reduce traffic through 
the dining area. The opening over the sink is closed ; 
on occasion the family room now can be used as a 
proper, even formal, dining room. Brick veneer on 
the entire exterior would cost $4,550 but would 


save the expense of future painting and add some 
insulation value; if applied in the first stage, in- 
stead of paint, the $1,000 saving could go into the 
brick. But if the proposed wings will be developed 
in the near future, we advise using the veneer only 
on the front of the house ($1,130) . 



THIRD STAGE 


One or both wings may be added next. We design 
them with flat roof to be used as porches perma- 
nently or until the space is needed for more bed- 
rooms, in which case the upstairs should be planned 
ahead so the contractor can allow for additional 
plumbing and heating. The new family room and 


porch cost $5,712 built at the same time ; roughly 
ten percent more if built separately. The two-car 
garage will be $3,272. By omitting brick veneer, 
over $800 could be saved on each wing — almost 
enough for a one-car garage ; but if brick is wanted, 
it’s best to start with it. (Continued on page 64)

The sleeping porch costs less ($3,833 in 
brick veneer) than the bedroom wing ($5,712) be- 
cause it is simply screened in and no plumbing or 
heating is involved; both, of course, cost less if 
built along with the first floor. 

The last elegant touch is the two-story portico. 
With a flat roof, 16' columns, and concrete base 
with two steps, it costs from $1,146.50 up, depend- 
ing on the columns selected ; but it is a truly gra- 
cious entrance to a now lovely home.

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Now overseas but soon to retire from active military service, a Tennessee family with two 
little children will remodel this desirable property and make it their permanent GHQ. Their 
plans for modernizing, enlarging, and decorating will take the form of “an absorbing family 
hobby” over a period of several years. And as the father also wrote, stacking ideal require- 
ments against a not-lavish pocketbook, “We realize that compromises must be made, but we 
do not want to make them in good styling or sound construction . . . rather, in the nature of 
temporarily unfinished projects in the various phases of construction.” 

As you see on the following two pages, we suggest an overall reorientation with a contem- 
porary flavor. The side, elevation shown above gets more windows to take advantage of a 
sweeping view and to improve the facade. The new kitchen entry is now on the front of the 
house (as was the former one in actual practice) and the old, unused front porch is absorbed 
into a library and a guest room. In numerous transitional changes, see floor plans, a new 
living room, terrace, portico and garage are developed; a circular staircase connects the 
living room directly with an airy master bedroom suite that has its own balcony.

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MODERNIZING INTERIOR DESIGN 
AND ARCHITECTURE 


A well -planned room 
pleases the senses 

A good room starts with the architecture. Space 
properly proportioned, with doors, windows, and 
wall areas placed in the right positions for well- 
planned furniture arrangement, provides the begin- 
ning for good interior design. 

From here on, take your cue from the definition 
of interior design given years ago in Dow Walling’s 
comic strip, “Skeets,” and fill the space to make it 
“workable, livable, and comfortable.” 

If the background is the important factor in the 
room because of woodwork and walls finely crafted 
in period details, select furniture of good line, scale, 
and proportion that will tend to recede into rather 
than compete with the background. Nondescript 
furniture can be painted to match the walls. 

If the room is small, use the same color for walls, 
draperies, furniture covers, and floor covering, vary- 
ing the value. Work from darker on the floor to 
lighter for the ceiling. Vary the textures for contrast. 
And pick accessories with sharp accent colors; group 
or place them dramatically. 

If the room is large, you may use light furnishing 
colors against dark backgrounds, or vice versa.

Instead of a fireplace accent 
we emphasize the end wall with bookshelves that also hold 
magazines, hi-fi equipment, records, and television, plus 
catchall storage cabinets at the floor. Roller shades in color- 
ful holiday stripe can be translucent or opaque, according to 
the degree of privacy desired. The bay window costs $150, 
the built-in window seat $40. Furnishings for this room 
could be budgeted at about $1,000.

Three choice ways to design one room, 


low-to-high budget 


Glancing at these three rooms you may well have difficulty judging which is the least expen- 
sive. We have planned the living room of the house on page 57 in three ways, budgeted for 
low, medium, and higher cost. But in each instance the character of the design was estab- 
lished first, and the materials introduced to implement that design within the budget. Once 
a good design is determined upon, with relation to windows and other openings, decoration 
and furniture are matters of personal taste. Results hinge on how you spend, not on how 
much; and you have endless choices in colors, textures, styles, line and finish. 



Here we use an elegant modem treatment, and the highest in 
cost. There’s a fireplace ($500) and room-length raised marble 
hearth ($200), but the focal point is the bay window, framed 
in wrought iron and roller-curtained in shantung or boucle 
backed by vinyl. Walnut plywood ($20 per 4' by 8' panel) on 
the walls saves plaster patching. Marbleized floor tile is $5 sq. ft. 
Furnishings are valued at $5,000. 


Traditional takes up the middle ground in our medium-priced 
living room. The fireplace, with Colonial mantelpiece (under 
$50), is the center of attraction and the simply curtained bay- 
window wall is played down. Hardwood flooring (36C sq. ft. plus 
labor) must be cut and pieced to match the existing floor. 
Moulding at the ceiling (150 ft.) adds scale and finish. Furnish- 
ings would run to about $2,000. 
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In Hie French Provincial mood and admittedly expensive, room has whitewashed cathedral ceiling that 
adds $400 to the construction cost. Mirrors ($20 each) flank dressing-table window, topped by a 
long silk-covered valance with concealed lighting. Walls are covered with silk-screened vinyl. Random 
pegged oak floor could be stained dark blue. Furnishings as shown would be around $3,000. 


Take stock of styling when you plan rooms 

Whatever your money budget, you can have excellent interior fashion 
when you add a room or remodel an old one. New rooms, like this bed- 
room addition, don’t involve cutting or patching, and they give you wider 
choices of materials, but the same principles of good design and plan- 
ning apply. Here see three ways to style a beautiful, restful room that 
catches the early sun and filters it softly, not directly, to sleepers.

Often, where a house is quite small, a family may be better off to sacrifice a 
separate dining room in favor of more space in a really bang-up kitchen and din- 
ing combination. This one is expanded toward neighbors and therefore windows 
are omitted on that wall and light is brought in via a plastic skylight ($150). 
New vinyl asbestos floor ($135) covers patching. The new range with eye-level 
rotisserie on top and regular oven below ($435) fits into 30" of space. Base and 
wall cabinets are re-used wherever possible (all-new birch cabinets would cost 
$476 with plastic laminated tops). The cost of structural alteration alone is 
$660; new equipment is an additional $1,205; entire room and furnishings, about 
$2,919— not too expensive considering the increased value of the house and the 
added enjoyment of the pleasant family-center kitchen.

If your modernizing project 
involves plumbing, wiring or 
any basic construction work, 
your community may have 
building codes that could 
restrict your freedom of 
choice. You or your con- 
tractor should have your 
plans checked by your local 
clerk or Commissioner of Public Works to be 
sure they conform with the prevailing building 
patterns in your area. 

Outmoded laws penalize you by preventing 
you from using some of the newest materials 
and the most up-to-date building techniques. 
Many communities across the country are in 
the process of examining their codes and re- 
writing them to accommodate the many fine 
materials and more efficient equipment that 
have been developed by the building trades 
since the end of World War II. 

It is only common sense to assure the structural 
safety of a building before it is built and to in- 
sure a sanitary atmosphere. But too often build- 
ing codes have been written after catastrophe 
like fire, earthquake, epidemic or a sensational 
structural collapse. On occasions, public opinion 
has demanded they be unnecessarily strict. 

Very simply, the building codes that have 
become outmoded, in the opinion of most au- 
thorities, are those written to define the kind 
of material that must be used rather than to 
define the performance or result that a mate- 
rial must be adequate to achieve. Architects 
and builders were denied the use of many 
high performance materials. 

If codes are obstructing the modernizing in your 
community you might consider spearheading a 
drive to change them. Building code committees 
have been set up in many towns and been 
instrumental in re-writing codes. A committee 
should consist of a lawyer who is well versed 
in municipal law; an architect who has a general 
practice; a representative of the building trade 
unions; and a representative of the public. 

If they can prove that the codes in your area 
are out-moded and instigate a change you and 
your whole community will benefit. mmmm

Construction without 
confusion 

You will not be able to watch your modernizing 
construction proceed with the same neatness and 
order you see in new construction. For by its very 
nature modernizing construction involves demoli- 
tion. But if you have planned well the destruction 
and consequent re-building can proceed with a 
minimum of confusion and disorder. 

If you plan a schedule for every phase of the work 
you will know just who is responsible for every job, 
when he will do it and how long he will need to com- 
plete the work. When you are planning your budget 
be sure to ask for several bids from different con- 
tractors. Many, unfortunately, do not like to do mod- 
ernizing jobs and may over-bid to discourage you. 

The construction phase of your project is the best 
time to examine the foundation of your house. Is it 
strong enough to bear any new load? If you are re- 
moving or changing interior walls, this is the time 
to re-wire your house. This is the time to re-plan 
your telephone system. The construction phase is 
the time to install the ultimate in insulation, the 
penultimate in sound conditioning. Provide for fire 
safety with portable or built-in equipment. 

And last but not least — for it will make your life 
during construction so much easier — be sure your 
floors and furnishings are tightly covered with cloths 
and tarpaulins to keep out dust and debris.

You can find a building material that fits your pocket- 
book and one that suits your taste. But there is 
seldom, if ever, only one choice. A material that 
costs more now may last so much longer that it 
justifies the extra original cost. The material that 
looks good now may not age well and make its 
original appeal an unwise oversight. To find the 
material that will make a monumental contribution 
to your modernizing, study the following descrip- 
tions with extraordinary care. 

Wood siding can be applied over old wood, 
stucco or brick. If the new wood is seasoned it 
will give sturdy service for a long time. It can 
be painted or stained or left to weather natu- 
rally. Redwood and cypress weather especially 
well. Wood siding will accentuate the lines of 
your house. Vertical siding will seem to lift it; 
horizontal siding, to extend it. Siding is applied 
over feathering strips or furring strips and 
building paper. 

Wood shingles and shakes can be applied over all 
walls except rough stone if the old siding is sound 
and flat. Over brick, concrete or stucco apply hori- 
zontal furring strips secured with masonry nails. 
The exposed surface of shingles varies from 8 to 
12 in. for 16 in. shingles; 9 to 14 in. for 18 in. 
shingles; 12 to 16 in. for 24 in. shingles. They may 
be fireproofed and painted or stained , although 
most people like to have them age and weather. 
Repairs in shingles are simple. 
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Brick may be used over wood and stucco. It 
must be supported on a new foundation built 
against the old one and extending below the 
frost-line. On a one-story house new brick may 
be supported on continuous iron angles bolted 
to the old foundation. Old walls should be cov- 
ered with building paper before building up new 
brick. Every 2 sq. ft. of bricks should be an- 
chored to the old wall with metal ties, and bricks 
over door and window openings should be sup- 
ported with angle irons. Brick is extremely 
durable, fireproof, and requires an absolute min- 
imum of maintenance. If you are using brick, 
study the many varied patterns in which it may 
be laid. Though strong and durable, a masonry 
wall should be insulated to prevent heat loss. 

Stone, like brick, may be applied over wood and 
stucco and is the most durable and fireproof of 
all building materials. It is virtually maintenance- 
free; you have only to keep an eye on the mortar 
joints. Stone may be rough or smooth; take your 
choice. Cost varies considerably depending on its 
availability and the labor to lay it. 

Stucco gives an even, textured surface and can 
be colored integrally to any hue you like. Stucco 
is durable and fireproof but it is subject to 
cracking if your house should settle. Old mason- 
ry surfaces should be deeply roughened before 
stucco is applied in three coats for a total thick- 
ness of about 1 inch. ( Continued on page 9U)

Plywood can be applied over all walls. Over an 
old clapboard wall simply nail the panels directly 
to the old surface. Over wood shingles you will 
have to furr out. Nails should be spaced 8 in. 
apart around the edges of the panels, 16 in. apart 
through the center. Exterior grade plywood should 
be specified for outside. A 14-in. thickness is suffi- 
cient. Joints between the panels should be caulked 
against the weather. Plywood comes in many tex- 
tures, grains, and finishes. Plastic-coated plywood 
takes paint well. 

Asbestos-cement shingles can be used over wood 
and stucco by simply furring out or feathering 
out a foundation. Prefinished shingles are avail- 
able in many colors and may be painted. They 
are very durable, clean easily. 




ASBESTOS SIDING 
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Hardboard is completely without a grain but it is 
available in a variety of textures. It can resemble 
clapboard or board and batten. Hardboard is a 
good material to apply over old wood walls and 
only simple furring, feathering or wood wedges 
are required to anchor it well. 

Aluminum siding can resemble clapboards, 
tongue-and-groove siding or board-and-batten 
in silhouette. Finishes are baked on and may 
not need to be painted for 8 to 10 years. Insula- 
tion may be applied at the factory or applied on 
the job. There are many qualities of aluminum 
siding on the market. Some are poor. Be sure 
you have selected a good one if you use this 
material. Aluminum siding can be applied over 
wood, stucco, or brick quite simply. mmm

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What makes a house run? 

Wiring, plumbing, and heating are the basic equip- 
ment that makes your house run. And no matter how 
efficient they may have been for an older structure, 
they’re going to be taxed far more by today’s new 
kitchen, new or added bathrooms, laundry, or in- 
creased living space. Will they be equal to it? 

Take wiring. Most older houses were wired for 
less than 100 amperes. New electrical appliances, 
more lights, a furnace triggered electrically will call 
for more current. The time to prepare for the heavier 
load, even if all installations won’t be made at once, 
is when the area is tom up. It won’t cost nearly so 
much as a some-day repeat job. 

For plumbing, too, you’ll profit by foresight. When 
you renew the kitchen, an enlarged refrigerator, a 
dishwasher, may come later. And you may be plan- 
ning still another bath. All well and good — but put 
in the plumbing while walls are open. 

That major piece of equipment, the furnace, may 
be able to cope with added areas. A heating con- 
tractor can give you the necessary BTU’s (heating 
requirements) and make recommendations. Some- 
times individual wall panels work well for new areas. 
If the furnace must be replaced, think about air con- 
ditioning also and the advisability of choosing a hot 
air system with ductwork the conditioner can share. 
Here again, as with heating, individual room units 
may be more practical for an older house.

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Modern heating systems and 
how they function 


It's easier to understand heating 
when you know these basic points: 
Heat is a positive factor and cold 
a negative factor. People feel warm 
in your home when the negative 
cold of the air, walls, and objects 
around doesn't subtract from the 
positive heat of their bodies. 

Your house may be heated by 
convection (warm air), radiation 
(hot water), or a combination of 
both. In convection heat, air is 
heated in a furnace and trans- 
ferred to the room. The principle 
of radiant heating is that of the 
sun whereby heat is radiated 
from a source (radiator, wall, 
etc.) to the people and objects in 
the room without necessarily 
warming the air. 

You may want a new furnace; but 
most furnaces, even coal, are over- 
sized and can heat more rooms, 
especially if insulation is added to 
the house. Simply extend the pipes 
or ducts and re-balance the system. 

Fundamentally, the two heating 
systems you have to choose from 
are hot water and forced warm 
air. Each has many variations 
and innovations and can be fired 
with gas, oil or electricity. 

The fuel you use will depend large- 
ly on what is available in your area 
and how much heat you actually 
need. Check operating costs with 


your heating contractor, utility com- 
pany, and your neighbors to see 
which fuel will be most economical. 

Hot water systems are very ef- 
fective and particularly suited to 
older homes with little or no in- 
sulation. The radiators shed heat 
directly to the room and also heat 
air passing over the metal fins. 
Household hot water and snow- 
melting equipment can use the 
same boiler, too. 

Forced warm air systems circulate 
warm air through registers in the 
floor or wall to provide continuous 
air movement. This air can be fil- 
tered, humidified, de-humidified, 
cleaned, and freshened automat- 
ically. New insulated, flexible 3" 
tubing can replace old-style metal 
ducts. Air conditioning can be in- 
corporated easily IF it is considered 
when the ducts are installed. 

An electrically fired system costs 
least to install because it needs 
no pipes, ducts, etc. Cost per unit 
of heat usually runs higher, how- 
ever ; but it can be very econom- 
ical for areas of low heat require- 
ments. 

Oil-fired systems require a storage 
tank and in some codes, a chimney. 
Usually where oil is available it is 
the most inexpensive fuel, but it 
costs a bit more to install because 
of the fuel tank and chimney, 
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Consider cooling 
when you plan 
your heating 

Chances are that if you're installing a new 
heating system in your home you will also in- 
stall air conditioning at the same time. The 
new combined systems are so reasonably 
priced and so simple to install that if you don't 
include summer cooling now you should make 
provision for it to be added later. 

For the average three- to four-bedroom 
house, heating equipment will cost about 
$900. Heating and central air conditioning 
will cost about $1,400 installed. 

Your air conditioning should do more than 
just remove the heat from the air. It should 
also de-humidify, clean, and freshen the air 
before returning it to the room. 

If you are not going to replace your heating 
system, you can air condition your home 
with unit air conditioners. These work very 
well, are inexpensive to install and operate 
. . . and also allow you to have “individual 
room control. ,, It is least expensive to in- 
stall a unit in a window, but if you don’t 
want to block your view you can have the 
unit installed in an outside wall. In a typical 
frame house, labor and materials for the 
installation of a unit air conditioner in an 
outside wall will cost about $35. 

There are other things to consider besides the 
equipment: the insulation (important to both 
heating and cooling); protection of the win- 
dows; the location of the ducts; and even the 
color of the roof and side walls. 

White walls and roof will reflect enough of 
the sun’s rays to reduce the load on your 
air conditioning equipment. Trees that 
shade the house will help, too. Good insula- 
tion will contribute as much to the success 
of your air conditioning as properly in- 
stalled equipment. ^■■■i

10 -Point check list 

for a 

smooth -running 
laundry 


Quality appliances are the heart of a 
good laundry but, as you know, other 
things enter into efficient functioning. 
A review of these factors will brief 
you on what to look for so you'll avoid 
the pitfalls and plan a successful laun- 
dry operation. 

1 Convenient placement comes 
first. Consider several spots : a 
closed-in porch, a pantry, sewing 
room, tiny bedroom or basement. 

2 The minimum laundry takes four 
electric outlets; each costs $6 to 
$15 to install. A washer costs $35, 
a dryer $25 to install. 

3 Adequate electrical service is vi- 
tal : 230- volt for individual units or 
a combo if electricity is used for 


drying; 115-volt and a gas line if 
dryer is gas-fueled. 

4 Of course electrical considera- 
tions include lighting. Ceiling fix- 
tures should be installed over sink, 
tub, washer and dryer, placed 12" 
to 15" from the wall. Put another

5 A larger water heater may be 
necessary with new demands. Per- 
haps a water softener is desirable. 
And a dryer usually needs venting. 



In less than an hour this washer-dryer can 
complete an average load. Only 26 3 A" wide, 
it has electric or gas dryer, many features. 


6 You’ll want hard-surface flooring 
of some type. Asphalt tile and 
vinyl asbestos are good for a dry 
basement on slab or concrete. If 
there’s moisture, lay a marine ply- 
wood sub-floor over the concrete 
and under the floor covering. 

7 Walls can be covered with wash- 
able paper or plastic wall covering. 
As a rule, it’s wise to use washable 
paint on the wall surface just above 
the washer and dryer. 

8 Attractive shades backed with 
plastic, or Venetian blinds are suit- 
able for laundry windows. 

9 Storage cabinets for soiled 
clothes and supplies belong in a 
well-run laundry. And there must 


be adequate counter space for prep- 
aration, sprinkling, and folding. 

10 In the A-No. 1 laundry, units 
are lined up for easy progression 
from preparation counter to sink to 
washer and dryer, with an ironing 
board handy.

Remember, too, that foods (the unrefrigerated 
kinds) take an even temperature. Fresh fruits 
and vegetables need adequate ventilation. And 
non-humid conditions are necessary for such 
things as cereals and breads. 

When you get around to the actual storage equip- 
ment, the first decision is whether it's to be standard 
or custom-made. Some people prefer the latter be- 
cause it can be designed to suit their individual 
kitchens. Others like ready-mades they can see "in 
the flesh" when they shop. This standard wood or 
metal cabinetry now comes in so many types it can 
be adapted to most requirements.

handsome and handy 

Assembling a handsome bathroom is relatively easy 
with all of today's attractive possibilities. To make 
it handy as well takes a little more doing. That 
requires appraisal of your family's habits and 
careful measuring of both space and equipment 
to assure the most convenient positioning. 

The measurements indicated on the diagram be- 
low were determined through tests carried on 
by Merna M. Monroe, Associate Home Econo- 
mist at the University of Maine. The findings 
showed that too many bathrooms are planned to 
take care of just one person at a time, with 
no allowance made even for handy cleaning. 

In planning your bathroom, get off to the right start 
by considering whether two will be brushing their 
teeth side by side, whether you or someone else 
may be helping an older person or a youngster 
beside any of the equipment. Then measure all 
areas in question if the room already exists, or chart 
them on paper, using the figures given as a guide. 

Your measurements may vary from the stand- 
ards because of the sizes and individual habits of 
members of your family. But keep in mind that 
it works out better where possible to allow for 
more than minimum clearance to be sure of 
complete comfort through long years of use. 
Primed with all these facts, you're ready to 
shop for your handsome bathroom. hh

See what’s new 
before you remodel 
your wiring 


By David X. Manners 

Updating your wiring takes an adequate supply 
of electricity. A floor area of not over 3,000 
square feet, without use of electricity for heating, 
needs a minimum of 100 amperes. Replacing a 
60-ampere with a 100-ampere service is likely to 
cost from $85 to $150. 

With 100 amperes, you can benefit by new 
circuits; or you may be able to reshuffle ex- 
isting circuits and add new outlets. In some 
cases you may gain convenience with a new 
type of socket accommodating four plugs. 

When you're rewiring, a good precaution is to 
leave two feet of slack cable between outlets so 
that intermediate outlets may be installed later. 
Raceways may be used if breaking into walls, 
cutting through firetops, is a major operation. 



No handle, no button — new touch switch operates entirely 
by rocker action. A touch at the top of smooth, flat 
plate turns switch on. A touch at bottom turns it off. 
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A new raceway, replacing baseboards, in- 
cludes outlets every three feet and will accom- 
modate electric cables and telephone wiring. 

The new trend is toward split outlets. In this sys- 
tem, the upper half of an outlet is always live 
and may be used for clocks, TV, etc. The lower 
half is switch-controlled for lighting. In new im- 
proved outlets and switches, pressure terminals 
are used instead of screws. In making connec- 
tions, the electrician merely inserts wire-ends in 
holes— faster and cheaper than with screws. 

Electric frying pans and other kitchen port- 
ables that overload ordinary circuits may be 
operated on an appliance center. One of the 
latest centers provides full operating power 
for four cooking appliances and is completely 
grounded — an important factor. 


Recent code provisions require "grounded" out- 
lets in kitchen, bath, garage, basement, and 
throughout a slab house as a safeguard against 
hazardous shock where you can touch plumbing 
or be in contact with damp concrete while han- 
dling electrical equipment. Many new ground- 
ing devices and special new safety outlets are 
now at your service for protection from such 
ever-present household dangers.
